Hero of Sea Battle, 
Atlanta’s Surgeon, 


Retells Epic Action 


Following is the personal story of Lieutenant Commander 

Cari C. Garver, surgeon aboard the U. S. S. Atlanta. Men of 
the cruiser say that Dr. Garver was one of the great heroes of 

the battle, working ceaselessly without thought of his personal 

safety to succor the wounded. Dr. Garver practiced in At- 

lanta for five years before entering the Navy two years ago.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal.,: Jan. 13.—Lieutenant Com- 
. mander Car! C. Garver, 39, Atlanta physician, wasn’t super- 
stitious before the heroic U.S. S. Atlanta was shattered and 
sunk during a terrific Solomons battle—after it sent two 
Japanese warships to the bottom and helped down 50 planes 
—but he wondered a bit today. 

There were 13 men to each of the ship’s gun turrets—_ 
and-~she was sunk on Friday, the 13th. 

Speaking from a downtown San Francisco hotel room, 
Commander Garver described the thundering bombard- 
ment of the fight and recalled how Ensign Ashley Morris, 
also of Atlanta, met death on the Atlanta’s bridge and how 
Seaman Lonnie Hardy, another Atlantan, was wounded. 


He told, too, how the Atlanta’s superstructure was com- 
pletely demolished from shell hit after shell hit and how 
the huge Navy bulldogs of the United States and Japanese 
forces came’ to grips while separated by only i,500 yards 
and then only 200 yards. 

He told also how the plucky Atlanta crewmen—every- 
one of whom was a hero by only doing his job—fired .45- 
automatic pistols at a Jap battleship, scant blocks aw4y. 

Commander Garver described the battle after the Navy 
disclosed the sinking of the airplane carrier Hornet and 10 
other ships in the South Pacific. ? 

“Our ship went through nearly every major engagement 
in the Pacific,” declared Commander Garver, healthily tan- 
ned from his months in the tropics. “We got in on-the tail- 
end of the Coral Sea engagement, went through Midway 
and all of the battles in the Solomons up to that fateful 13th. 

“We were present at the 
sinkings of the Hornet and 
the Wasp.” 

Commander Garver said 
the engagement in which 
the Atlanta was sunk start- 
ed on November 1l. That 
day Japanese torpedo 
planes dived at the cruiser 
and every man aboard was 
at his battle station every 
minute. With other mem- 
bers of the force, the At- 
lanta got 25 Jap planes. He 
said the Atlanta’s superb 
antiaircraft guns helped 
down another 25 planes on 
the next day, too. 

“We knew what was 
coming; we realized that 
the Japanese were going to 
try once more to land 
troops on Guadalcanal. The 
men were tense, but not. 
excited. We had been 
through too much. In fact, 
some of them were only 
mildly curious to learn that 
we had been attacked or 
that we faced the ‘big 
show.’ 

“We were with the other 
members of our force off Guadalcanal. The big fight 
started at 2 a. m. on the morning of the 15th.” 

Commander Garver said that there is nothing so beauti- 
fully horrible as surface craft night fighting. He described 
how red-hot shells left the muzzles of the guns and were 

visible as they hurtled through the air. 

Then his voice dropped as he recalled how the Atlanta 
took it...and gave it...and took it... 

“The ship was torn to pieces. Ensign Morris—whom I 
recruited in Macon—was on the bridge as an assistant navi- 
gation officer and I am sure he never knew what hit him. 
Dozens of projectiles tore into the structure near him.” 

The Atlanta sunk a Japanese cruiser and a Nip destroyer 
and helped send another cruiser to the bottom. But before 
the night was over her guns were stilled and her turrets 
powerless. 

Down below, Commander Garver, the Atlanta’s medical 
officer. was in charge of the ship’s only usable emergency 
battle dressing station. Two 
other such stations had 
been blasted by Jap sal- 
voes. 

“We had to work by 
flashlights and the noise 
was nearly more than we 
could stand. I suppose we 
must have treated more 
than 125 men before the 
night was over. I remem- 
ber giving three plasma 
transfusions to, Seaman 
Hardy, wounded in the leg 
and neck. We saved his 
life.” 

Commander Garver said 
the noise of the battle was 
so deafening that he did not 
hear an eight-inch shell ex- 
plode in his compartment 
and only krew it had done 
so because in the morning, 
light shone through the 
gaping hole it left in the 
Atlanta's side. 

The battle raged all night, 
the sky filled with gold and 
red flashes and thunder. 
The Japanese forces drew 
nearer until finally some of the enemy ships were only 200 
yards from the Atlanta. But the Japs were foolhardy and 
the battle cost them 26 ships. 

When dawn broke the men on the Atlanta found them- 
selves staring across the water at a darkly-looming cruiser. 
Their ship was in tatters, their guns were useless. Then 
they saw a destroyer. Was that an enemy vessel also? 

Cautiously, Captain Samuel Jenkins, the Atlanta’s skip- 
per, signalled the cruiser. Then the men shouted in relief. 
It‘returned the signal. It was American. But the destroyer 
wasn t—and the other United States cruiser calmly lobbed 
three salvoes at it, said Dr. Garver, and it disintegrated in 
30 seconds. “The Atlanta was not sunk by the Japanese,”

For November, it was announced Saturday 
at Washington, this state led the nation in 
war bond sales and exceeded its quota by the 
greatest dollar amount—$1,703,000. 

This is achievement of which to truly be 
proud It reflects the determination of all 
Georgians to speed the victory as far as lles 
within their power, to demonstrate the un- 
swerving loyalty of Georgians to their nation 
and its cause. 

The records of 1942, however, are achieved. 
They belong in history, no matter how pride- 
ful that history. What we are all concerned 
with now is the new year, 1943, and the bonds 
to be purchased in this twelve-month. 

Special effort is being made at this time 
to induce all those with partially filled war 
stamp books to complete them and exchange 
them for war bonds. War stamps do not pay 
interest. War bonds do. There must be tens 
of thousands who have stamp books partially 
filled, perhaps half full, who could purchase 
the required amount to make up the price of 
a $25 bond, which is but $18.75. 

In 1943 federal income taxes will fall much 
more heavily on all of us. Many will have to 
pay two or three or even more times what 
they paid in 1942. Many more will pay income 
taxes for the first time, because of the lowered 
exemptions. Too, there is the 5 per cent Vic- 
tory tax, being deducted from all salaries 
higher than $12 a week. 

Rut. because of the increase in the amount 
ef money in circulation, due to war employ- 
ment, and because of the shortages in var- 
ious commodities and the total stoppage in 
manufacture of some luxuries, there will be, 
despite the tax increase, considerable excess 
money in the state. This is the money which 
just go into war bonds in 1943. 

It takes both, taxes and war bonds, to win 
the war and fight inflation. There must be 
no jet-up on the war bond front. Everyone 
of us must put 10 per cent of income in these 
war savings securities in 1943, in addition to 
whatever we pay in taxes of any kind.

Farmers of Georgia a:e girded up for war. 
That fact was made plain on Tuesday of this 
week, which had been designated by President 
Roosevelt as “M” day in the drive for increased 
food production this year. 

More than 400 Georgia communities held 
special meetings on that day, discussing ways 
and means to increase food production to the 
utmost limit and planning to meet the special 
problems created by shortages of farm labor 
and lack of full supplies of farm machinery and 
equipment. 

From those meetings comes word that, 
without exception, they were held in an at- 
mosphere of calm determination. There could 
be no doubt, on the part of any present at any 
one of these meetings, the farmers of Georgia 
are fully aware of the vital role they must play 
in the war effort. They realize they are, in 
the world-wide front against the Axis oppres- 
sors, in the front line of battle, and they are 
determined to do their part as loyally and as 
magnificently as do our men of the fighting 
forces. 

For the next six weeks farmers will be 
filling out work sheets, showing their planting 
plans for the year and the amount of labor 
required for these plans. On the basis of these 
reports, county war boards will base their 
recommendations on machinery rationing, 
selective service deferments and labor supply. 

There is no group in the nation more directly 
involved in the war effort than the farmers. 
Nor is there any group so unselfishly devoted 
to the nation’s cause. 

The farmers are girded for the battle to be 
fought down the furrows this summer, a battle 
which must be won if the whole war effort is 
not to be in vain.

National Equality 
There were signed, on Monday last, identi- 
cal treaties between China on the one hand and 
Great Britain and the United States on the

China, by her heroic resistance to the Japa- 
nese for more than four years, has earned full 
rights to stand on equal footing in the sister- 
hood of free nations of the world. No longer 
is she Cathay, the mysterious land of customs 
and terrors equally strange. She is China, the 
free; China, the brave; China, the honored and 
respected ally. 

When the full story of this war is told, 
there will be honor enough and glory enough 
for all. Each of the great nations of the United 
cause can truthfully say that, were it not for 
courage, bravery, fighting ability of her own, 
the -dictator-Axis could never have _ been 
defeated. . 

Britain earned that glory in the days after 
Dunkerque, in the days of the Luftwaffe’s 
blitz, when the courage of that little island, 
unarmed and naked to the foe, was all that 
stood between the world and Axis conquest. 

Russia is earning the glory today, as her 
great armies drive back the Nazi hordes in 
what is fast developing into rout. 

The United States has earned it, on her 
factory production lines as well as on the ships 
and battlefields where her sons fight and die 
in manner worthy of their heritage. 

But to China must go the accolade. For 
five long and tragic years China has seen her 
cities decimated, her women and little children 
and old men smashed into bloody pulp by tens 
of thousands under the senseless bombs of the 
heartless Japanese. 

It is but small repayment for such heroism 
to accept a country like China as a free unit in 
the brotherhood of free nations.

ONE WORD MORE

MR. W. A. ALEXANDER For several days now I have 


been wanting to get around to 
doing a piece about Mr. William A. Alexander, the football coach 
at Georgia Tech. 

They gave him a testimonial dinner last week and it was a 
fine affair.e It was based on the fact that the 
football coaches of America had voted him, 
in his 23d year as head coach at the Flats, the 
“Coach of the Year.” 

This was based on the fact that his ma- 
terial was known to be scant, that the b 
that could be-anticipated of it was a loss of 
four or five games, and that he and his 
clates went ahead and were undefeated 
the final game and were invited to one of 
major bowl features. 

The Old Roman has a habit of doing good 
jobs with not much material. He long ago 
developed the custom of inventing a system to 
fit his material. So modern is his stuff and 
so varied and effective that the genera! public 
would be surprised at the number of nationally 
known coaches who stop off in Atlanta to 
have a look at the movies of Georgia Tech's 
games over the last several years. 

He has scholarships, it is true. He does not have quite as 
many as his major opponents, but he has enough to get by if it 
were not for the scholastic conditions at Georgia Tech. 

It has escaped notice, I think, that Georgia Tech’ has been 
coming forward more each year as one of the nation’s better 
engineering schools. 

The only courses which Georgia Tech offers 
engineering courses. They embrace considerable math and iab 
work. There are no business courses or physical ed courses or 
any arrangement of “crip” courses. They are all four-vear en- 
gineering courses and a young man with muscles between his 
eyes cannot pass them. 

I have seen the scouting files at Georgia Tech and it is astound- 
ing how many high school principals regretfully inform Mr. 
Alexander that their best players are not suited for mathematics 
courses. 

Coaching at a strictly engineering school, which Tech has 
become in the last several years, is no normal job. It matters not 
how many scholarships one may have. They do not carry with 
them an open sesame to passing grades in math. 


ACME OF APLOMB When Mr. Alexander was born. at Mud 
Creek, Ky., a mining town no longer in 

existence, the Archangel, whose job it is to give some gift to 
each child that is born, considered for a moment and then gave 
to Mr. Alexander the rarest gift of all.

become of use to the community, so that they can be taken over 
and continued because they are necessary to'the community life 


or to the war effort. 


There is one thing which I am becoming more and more con-

In some states, elementary and grade schools are 


closing. This means that children will be deprived of their basic 
education, which is absolutely essential, because without it no child 
can go on educating himself. In the early days of our history, many 


of our great men did much toward their own education. 


But they 


obtained the basic tools, such as the ability to read and write, and 
the fundamental knowledge of arithmetic, from the itinerant teacher, 
if it was not available in any regular schools. 

I am really fearful that, if we do not do some very drastic 
reorganization of the salaries and preparation of our teachers, we 
may find ourselves with a lower basis of actual literacy when the 


war period is over than we have in the past.

Chairman J. Roy McCracken, of 
Louisville, said yesterday that his | 
associates would begin work on | 
the bill immediately and pre 
dicted that it would be on the 
floor “the first part of next 
week.” 

“We are 


eager to give the 
great outdoors groups a 
guick and satisfactory job,” Mc-| 
Cracken declared. “We anticipate 
no oppositien to reporting it out 
favorably and I feel that it should 
be acted upon unanimously.” 

Thus the stage is set for pas- 
sage of legislation that farmers, 
hunters and fishermen have sought 
for many years. Members of the 
1943 general assembly are in an 
enviable position because they 
have an opportunity with wildlife 
that will establish them as all- 
time herocs. | 

ACT TO ABOLISH.
